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REASONABLE ENFORCEMENT OF PARKING RULE RE- 
QUIRES CERTAIN DEGREE OF COMMON SENSE

‘There are two sides to the local park 
ing controversy which has developed in 
Andover since last Monday morning. 
First of all, there is a little book which 


was put out by the selectmen back in 
1935 in response to numerous demands 
for regulation of parking on the business 
section of Main street. That little book 
contains a list of rules and regulations to 
govern parking and other traffic details, 
and in those rules and regulations is the 
basis which the substitute officer 
launched his no-parking campaign early 
Monday morning 

Phe rules specifically limit parking on 
Main street during the busy part of the 
day to one hour, and there are many | 
signs warning motorists of that regula 
tion. Then too they preseribe that both | 
wheels on the right side of the ear must } 
be within a certain distance from the | 
curb or edge of the road, which elimin 
ates double parking and angular park- | 
ing. There are other rules, too, such as 
those prohibiting parking on 
walks, within ten feet of a hydrant, ete. 

No one will deny that those rules anc 
Ihe time for protests 
against the rules themselves would | 
seem to have been in 19338 when the 
selectmen were drawing them up rather 
than three The pro 
tests this week not di 
rected at the actual rules as much as at 
the method of enforcement 

In any police work, there is one very | 
important rule which any successful | 
officer is bound to follow. [tis the rule of | 
reason, and its corollary the rule of fair- | 
play. These seem to have been violated 
by the particular officer certainly about 
as much as the parking rules were 
violated by our respected citizens this 
week. First of all, let us just consider the 
method that was followed. For three 
years there has been really no effort 
made to enforce the letter of the new 
rules, and the merchants and other users 
of Main street have come to feel with 
considerable justification that in effect 
the rules had been for common sense 
reasons put in a with the old 
unenforceable Blue Laws for the con 
vetience of the general public Then 
suddenly a rookie officer is taken on for 
vacation substitute work, and he arms 
himself with a bunch of tags and a piece 
of chalk and descends on the unsuspect 
ing motorists, bent on doing just one 
thing: catehing as many people as pos 
sible. Cars were tagged if'a slight portion

of keeping it quiet until they actually 
put the rules into force. A newspaper 
notice to the effect that the police de 
partment intended to launch a drive 
such as this would have swept the street 
just as clear of parkers as the substitute 
officer did with his tags and chalk, and 
the citizens of Andover and other com 
would have a much higher 


method actually used gives conclusive 
evidence that the purpose of the local 
police department is to get people to do 
things so that they can nab them rather 
than to help them in not doing things 
that would merit their being nabbed. 
Nor was there any use of the rule of 


reason. If any motorist were doing 
anything that was a menace or even an 
inconvenience to any other motorist, or 
even to anyone else it might be reason 
able enough to give him a ticket, but 
double-parking for a minute or two tn 
order to go into a store to make a pur 
chase harms no one; it helps the cus 
tomer and it helps the merchant. Our 
Main street is wide enough so that it will 
permit of easy two-way traffic through 
even when there is double-parking on 


both sides of the street. [t is plainly un- 


| reasonable to foree these people to go to 


the police station just because they 
stopped for a moment to make a pur 
chase, Other communities help their 
merchants pay their tax bills by making 
it convenient for motorists to shop; why 
not Andover? 

In the cases where delivery trucks 
were tagged while picking up a load, the 
officer showed that not only was he not 
obeying the rule of reason but he also 
was unaware of the definition of parking 
in the regulations drawn up by the 
selectmen. That definition excludes 
machines picking up a load from the 
prohibitions in the regulations; in other 
words, they can park double or angular 
as they see fit. 

Let's have some fair play in our en 
forcement of the law. The Chief of 
Police has done much in his few years as 
chief to dissipate the old feeling of re 
sentment against the Andover police de 
partments unreasonable, discourteous 
methods, and he has done that by in 
stilling in most of the officers a realiza 
tion that an officer must use his common 
sense. [tis unfortunate that a single re 
serve officer should fail to uphold that 
policy. 

To fail to enforce rules for three years 
and then suddenly without warning to 
start a high-handed drive against parking 

that’s not the Andover way of doing 
things. [It smacks too much of the hick 
“constabule’’ type of law enforcement, 


and certainly we're above that in 
Andover.
